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THE stamp collector who 
saved issues for future 
investment, and will put 
them away until the present 
war is over, will find that he 
was quite wise. 

In the past twenty years 
postage stamps have been dis- 
covered to be a good invest- 
ment. The present war, which 
flared over Europe put a stop 
to much collecting ; and the de- 
struction which resulted has 
already lost to the future 
many important issues. When 
the war is over, and the world 
finds peace once more, many 
of these stamps from 1914 to 
1939 should be found to be of 
value. 

Airmail stamps especially, 
cpmmemoratives, too, will be 
found to be increasingly valu- 
able. 

Of course the stamp invest- 
or is now in the doldrums 
since the war has interfered 
with his pursuit. But he should 
lay aside the stamps he has 
acquired, for investment pur- 
poses, and even forget them. 
When peace dawns over the 
world again, and he digs up his 
array, he will discover many 
worthwhile items!! 

The writer of this page has 
invested in stamps in the past 
with good profits. So have 
others. The war means that we 
must forego our experiences 
for the time being. But do not 
destroy your special collec- 
tions! Commemorative 
stamps, in many instances, 
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are going to command god 
prices.

It is a carr 
mailed from the birthplace of 
the author of the French na 
tional anthem, Roguet de LisU 
The card shows the statue ij 
his honor, mailed upon hi 
centenary; and it was poste 
with a French stamp com 
memorating de Lisle, anl 
showing the soldier as a par 
of this same statue.
